THH HOME RULE SITUATIOH. 

Nbw York, Dec. 20. — The Sun's cable 
from London aaya: Thomas Power 
O'Connor, president (if the Irieh national 
league of (Jroat Britain, in an interview 
this morning, said:_^'Gladstone will carry 
his scheme of lumie rule through pnrlia- 
ment if he can square Lord Hartiiigtou 
and Parnell. The British people have 
taken the plinige more quietly than was 
expected. We of the Iriah parliamentary 
party' are . undecided what form of aelf- 
government to diera'and. The tendency ia 
in favor of the colonial plan, in preference 
to ths federal plan formulated by the lato 
Isaac Butt." 

The Sun continuea: Correspondenta 
have been hunting Parnell for several 
days, but thus far without success. It is 
believed that he is secluded at tho seaaidp, 
lomewhcro in tho aoutli of En.gland. Par- 
nell is exceedingly prudent of speech, and 
ia doing hie best in the present ^crisis to 
avoid all contact with members of the 
press. 

A WONDEEFHt OHANOB. 

NiiW YoYK, Dec. 20. — The Times' cable 
dispatch decliuus th:it the situation with 
which the week eiida ia curiously charac- 
teristic of both England and Gladstone. 
In no other country could a project which 
five years ago would have been regarded 
as the universal oxtreinity of treason be 
so suddenly sprung on lliu puhlic and no 
aorioualy diacuaaed aa the ni:ittor of Irinli 
home rule. Of course Hawanlen and 
Windsor are at war. A atory roachoa me 
to-night on absolute authority, that Glad- 
stone did write to the queen, stating his 
views about homo rule. She was enraged; 
sent for Lord Salisbury, and gave him 
Gladstone's letter. He only said it wai 
an indiscreet thing for Gladstone to do, 
and that he never could keep his pen off 
from paper. 

Lo.N'DON, Dec, 21.-Juaeph Co wen, mem- 
ber of parliament elected fur Newsastlo- 
on-Tyne, has issued a manifesto to his 
conatituents respecting home rule for Ire- 
land. Cowen wai the chief one of tho ex- 
ceptions made by Parnell in his manifesto 
iuotrucling tho nationalists not to vote for 
liberal or radical candidates. Cowen 
Bays: "It ia iinposaiblu for England to 
consent to protective tariffs for Ireland, 
or to allow Irish members to legislate in 
home aflaira in Eoglaiid in addition tt) 
having their own parliament. With these 
exceptions I approve of home rule for Ire- 
land."

COLKRinoE CAUGHT IN A FALSKUOOD. 

Nhw York, Deo. 20. — A Times London 
cable says Justice Cano has cut Lord 
Chief Justice Coleridge. It is a ourioua 
story. Two days before Lord Coleridge's 
marriage hia intended bride called on 
Edmund Yates, told tho news, and begged 
him not to attack the marriage. Yates 
aaid he had no intention of doing bo. 
Next day he got a lonq letter from Lord 
Coleridge, effusively thanking him for hie 
promise, and tlien referring to Yatea' 
heavy aentenco at hia hiinda, saying that 
he really wished otherwise, but there was 
such a tremendous pressure on the part of 
the other justices that he cnuld not with- 
stand It. Yiitea has had this letter litho- 
graphed and has oiroulated twenty eopiea. 
Aa a matter of fact, Jualice Cane and tho 
other justices were for leniency tp Vates, 
and jjord Coleridge insisted on severity.

.SANITATIOIf. - 

The question of public sauitation has 
juat taken a practical turn in the inatruo- 

lions iaaued byjthe municipality tn Mr. 
Pickering, of tho firm of PickorinR & 
Cronipton, engineers, Whitehaven, Eni»- 
land, to journoy to this city and examine 
thoroughly the local surroundings, and 
make the necosaary surveys to* obtain 
a general design, (urni.ihing all the 
required data for an efliciont and lasting 
system of city drainngo. Tho council 
have thus taken Ilia stops to gut tho tirat 
^~ essential, a plan drawn up from personal 
examination and engineering knowledge, 
and having procured such a plan, will be 
■ in no-wiae committed to any contractor, 
but in a poaition to rocoive, and intelli- 
gently Jiacriminato boLwoon tenders 
when they aru called for t'ie ivork. But 
the commuiiCLMiient, not to apoak 
of the completion of what will 
be the ' most important civic work ever 
undertaken hore, must naturally bo a 
question of time, and, speaking subject 
to correction, throe moro years will prob- 
ably huvo passed ore a system of under- 
ground Hewerage will bo in vogue hore. 
By this calculation, then, three moro dry 
seasons will have to cumo and go, and to 
prevent the possible recurrence of tho zy- 
motic diseases, directly tracoab!e to in- 
sanitary coiiditiona, which bucauio 
30 provaloiit cUiniii; the suinmor aiul fall 
of 183-1 and tho spring of L8rt5. Without 
giving a scientific definition of the turm 
zymotic it is sufficient here to say that 
diseases coming under this head aro due 
to certain principles unfavorable to human 
life, and which communicate infection by 
fermentation, during which thoy throw off 
spores or germs. Among those diseaaoa 
are classed smallpox, .measlus, scarlet fe- 
ver/whooping cough, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever and diarrhusa. Tho first four dis- 
eases are very capricious in their appear- 
ance and decline, and are not absolutely 
preventable by any known conditions (ex- 
cept that in aiiiallpox tho yreatuat safe- 
guard is general and efficient vacoinati()i)). 
Still these four sicknesses are dependent 
for their greater or lesser virulence upon 
the surroundings of the patient, healthful 
or otherwise. Pneumonia, bronchitia, 
rheumatiani, lieadachu, neuralgia, and tho 
majority of acute diseases — and even dys- 
pepsia — aro, though not classed as zymot- 
ic diseases, again and again caused by the 
inhalation of impure air. But the latter 
three of the seven zymotic diseases first 
named, viz , diphtheria, typhoid fever and 
diarrh(x>a are iireieittablc iUmiiih^s, h ml their 
pm.ieni-i; i.i n)iiiii.^titkahU ciidence oj in.tuni- 
tanj conditions. Prevention is said to bo 
better than cure, and while doctors 
in soma cases may cure these 
diseases, it is tho duty and 
in the power of the city council to pre- 
vent their advent. How this can be done 
is clear, tho knowledge of tho causo point- 
ing out the remedy. Fermenting garbage, 
stagnant pools, slimy and blocked- up 
gutters into which the overflow from 
closets has been allowed to run, the sys- 
tem of cesspools, overcrnwding (as ob- 
tains amongat Chinese) aiul protection of 
the people by tlio public aulhoriticH from 
contamination and adulteration of food 
and drink; — given correction of these 
causes and the diseases known as typhoid, 
diphtheria, diarrhcea, and that nonde- 
script one which has for want of a better 
name boon known as "malaria," will bo 
unknown in our midst. Though it is more 
ditiicult to connect tho prevalence of ty- 
phoid and diarrhiea with imperfect drain- 
ago than it is in tho case of diphtheria, 
yet the intimata relation is known and 
admitted. It has^ however, other and 
equally prolific sources of communica- 
tion, such as milk, and especially water 
in which has been .stooped decayed veg- 
etable matter. Diarrh'ua also, though 
frequently caused by eating unripe or 
unsound fruit, has been proved in many 
cases to have been directly produced by 
sewer gas, while to fo-.il and decorn- 
poaing refuse, animal or vegetable, 
that onorvatiiiL; aicknef.3 which per- 
meates tiie wl)olo system and is 
known as malaria is invariably dun. In 
England tlie mortality from the three pre- 
ventable zymotica has been gradually but 
surely decreasini^; and from three deaths 
to two births at tlie begiiuiiug of the pres- 
ent century the mortality lias decreased 
to throe birtlia t(i two deatha — simply by 
the iuiproveiueiit uf and attention paid to 
sanitary laws resulting in a drainage sys- 
tem that as nearly as possible attains per- 
fection. Wo havo thus endeavored to 
show to what epidemics of typhoid and 
diphtheria ;iro duo, and how they can be 
avoided. What, therefore, is required be- 
fore tho approach of tho warm season la 
the compulsory abolition of all cesspools, 
tho substitution of earthen closets and 
regularity of removal of tlieir contents, 
tho frequent flushing of drains and gutters 
(tho ([ueatiun of the scarcity of water ia 
not now entered upon), proper ventila- 
tion of householda and provontiou from 
overcrowding, a pure water supply and 
unadulterated food, and a rigid prohibi- 
tion of tho iiuliacriminate deposit of or- 
ganic refuse. 'I'ho thorougli observance 
of cheso requirements may indicate extra 
expenditure, but this again does not prop- 
erly atlect the tracing of effects to their 
causes. It has been pointed out, and it 
rests with the •public whether they decide 
to be affected in thoir health or their 
pockets; and if the latter, whether thoy 
will olect as councillors men pledged to 
considar tho general health of tho com- 
munity as amoug the first of their self- 
assumed obligations.

Granitb Greek, Dec. 17th, 1885. 
Being the last man out from Granite 
Creek, a few words about the mines may 
interest your readers. From Coulleoa the 
journey ia aotno five milea longer than 
from Quilshaimon, being 35 miles to Pike's 
and from there in 30, or 06 milea in all. 
The trail is fairly good, the snow on 
Summit about 18 inohes, and all amall 
streams frozen ' over. The trees are 
"blazeci" most of the way and guide the 
traveler whero the trail ia doubtful. 
There is accommodation at Manning's, 28 
miles, and Pike's, 35 miles from Nicola, 
for man'and beast. 

(IIIANITKIOWN. 

At tlraiiite there are eight general 
stores, {jsix saloons, and two hotehi 
baker's and butcher's shops, drug store, 
Ihreo Chinese stores, wash-house, etc. 
There are t wo streeta, Miners and Govern- 
ment, the former being a^ present the 
principal, but the latter is ' the coming 
street, being wider and more regular. 
There are o2 log cabins ii[" tho town 
proper, besides many more scattered 
around.
